OFFER $20,000 
IN SUITS OVER 
PLANE DEATHS 


The Adams County court has 


•et March 14 at 10 a.m. as the 
time for a hearing on a proposed 
settlement, for a total of $20,000 
plus costs, of the three damage 
actions brought by survivors of 
three persons fatally injured when 
the airplane of Glenn C. Bream, 
late of Gettysburg, crashed into 
the mountains in Bull Skin Twp., 
Fayette County, three miles east 
of Mt. Pleasant, on May 30, 1955. 


Bream and three companions 


were returning to Gettysburg from 
the races at Indianapolis, Ind., 
in Bream's airplane, when it 
crashed into a hill. 


More than $150,000 was asked 


in the' three suits brought against 
Elizabeth L. Bream, Gettysburg, 
executrix of the estate of the late 
owner of the Gettysburg Motors, 
Inc., following the crash. 


Proposed Terms 


According to the complaints and 


the proposed settlements 
filed 


with the prothonotary's 
office, 


each of the three estates suing 
the Bream estate asked $50,000 
plus the funeral expenses. 


In the proposed settlement, Tru- 


man J. and Marlin R. Geiman, 
Hanover R. 2, sons of Floyd E. 
Geiman, late of Hanover, will 
receive 85,000: C. Ralph and Bes- 
sie M. Hart, 227 W. Chestnut St., 
Hanover, parents of Jean H. Gei- 
man, will receive $5.000 and Hazel 
E. Lambert, Taneytown, wife of 
Roy E. Lambert, late of Taney- 
town, and his daughter, H. Y. 
Herring, Taneytown, will receive 
$10,000. According to the settle- 
ment petition, the insurance com- 
pany paying the survivors will also 
pay all costs connected with the 
cases.

Snowtd In 


Shuler said he decided to drive 


to the Hensel home to see if Hen- 
sel was sick as he had not been 
to work at Shuler's garage in 
nearby Morrison aiooe Feb. & 


Shuler said Hensel had told him 


not to worry if he didn't show up 
:or work. Sometimes because of 
severe snowstorms it took him 
two or three days to dig out. The 
house is a mile southwest of 
Ebner. a small railroad switching 
station south of Thomson in north- 
western Illinois. 


"But I decided to take a look 


and see if he was sick.'1 Shuler 
said. 


All Were Dead 


His car became stuck in a snow- 


drift as he drove near Thomson. 
But Shuler, leaving his wife, their 
daughter and his son-in-law in the 
car. 
waded through the heavy 


snow to the little Hensel house. 


"When I opened the door I was 


shocked." Shuler said. He found 
Hensel and his wife dead in fold- 
ing cots in the living room.

Russia Threatens To Turn 
West Berlin Over To Reds 


JAKARTA. Indonesia (AP)—So-j 


viet Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
today said the Soviet Union will 
sign a separate peace treaty giv- 
ing East Germany control of West 
Berlin if the Big Four summit 
talks in May fail to reach agree- 
ment on an over-all German set- 
tlement. 


Khrushchev spoke at a news 


conference following his return 
from Bogor, where he agreed to 
lend Indonesia a 250-million-dollar 
credit in an effort to check this 
Southeast Asian nation's slow drift 
Westward. 


Is Old Story 


The Soviet threat to sign a sep- 


arate peace treaty with East Ger- 
many never has been abandoned, 
and in recent weeks has been re- 
peated at intervals. But this was 
the first time Khrushchev had tied 
it to the outcome of the May sum- 
mit conference. 


"The question of Berlin « ooela pl«bisicit«. 


of eliminating vestiges of World 
War II," the Soviet leader de- 
clared. "We cannot talk about 
peace without eliminating, these 
vestige*." 


Khrushchev said the Soviet Un- 


ion Is trying to convince the West 
of the need for a peace treaty 
on all Germany. If this is not con- 
cluded, he said, the Soviet Union 
will sign a separate agreement 
with East Germany. 


If that happens, he continued, 


all agreements of World War II 
will cease to be valid and West 
Berlin automatically will become 
a part of East Germany. 


Khrushchev also rejected the 


idea of a German plebiscite to 
determine whether the Soviet 
Western plan for unification ol 
that divided country should be ac- 
cepted. U.S. Secretary of State 
Christian A. Herter has been re- 
ported considering proposing such

HARRISBURG (AP)—More than 


300 school districts, delinquent in 
paying their share of teacher re- 
tirement 
contributions, 
will 
be 


docked more than $1,783,000 in 
their state grants to make up for 
it. 


The figures were made public 


today by Aud. Gen. Charles C. 
Smith and Rex T. Wrye. secretary 
of the State Public School Em- 
ployes Retirement Board. 


"This is a rather large figure 


but a lot of school districts en- 
countered delays in incorporating, 
the Social Security system into the 
teachers' retirement s y s t e m," 
Wrye commented. 


Some Back Over Year 


The state, the school districts 


and the teachers share the cost 
of pension contributions. School 
districts are expected to make 
their contributions quarterly. But 
Wrye said most of the delinquen- 
cies are for periods ranging up to 
IVi years. 


Under the law, the Retirement 


Board is allowed to require the 
Public Instruction Department to 
make deductions from state grants 
whenever a school district falls 
behind in payments. 


Hits Scranton 


Second and third class school 


districts receive semi-annual state 
aid checks in April; fourth class 
districts, next month. 


The largest single delinquency- 


involves the Scranton School Dis- 
trict where $130,150 is due. Other 
large deductions will hit Mount 
Lebanon Twp., Allegheny County, 
$66,972; Coal Twp., Northumber- 
land County, $51,519; Nanticoke, 
$45,746, and Pittston, $41,555.

ter of cents. For example. Sandy 
Twp. in Clearfield County will re- 
ceive a 71-cent deduction; Forty- 
Fort in Luzerne County. 68 cents.

HARRISBURG (AP)-Gov Law- 


rence thinks Pennsylvania needs 
a new approach to child care 
problems to curb juvenile delin- 
quency and reduce the burden ol 
costly institutional care of way- 
ward youths. 


He plans to offer a 10-year pro- 


gram to improve the situation 
when the state segment of the 
White House Conference on Chil- 
dren and Youth is held here 
Thursday. 


The conference will develop rec- 


ommendations for the national 
conference at Washington March 
27-April 2. 


In a statement Saturday, Law- 


rence said too many youths ar« 
being committed to institutions in 
this state—statistically, twice as 
many as anywhere else in the 
country. It costs the state at least 
?3,650 a year to keep one child in 
a training school, he noted. 


"The principal cause of this 


shockingly high number of com- 
mitments to training schools is the 
ack of enough probation officers 
in most of our counties," the gov- 
ernor said. 


"Without such interest in the 


delinquent youth's welfare, the in- 
evitable decline in morale follows 
and a pattern of adult criminality 
results," he added. 


A 1957 survey by the National 


Probation and Parole Assn. show 
Pennsylvania 
commitments 
to- 


taled 21 per cent of the children 
declared delinquent by the county 
courts The association considers 
a 10 per cent commitment figure 
high. 


"The physical, mental, emotion- 


al and social handicaps of our 
youth must be dealt with in th« 
same way as we deal with physi- 
cal disease," 
Lawrence 
said. 


"Prevention through early detec- 
tion is better than cure."
